Something About the Man who his 


Put the Department in 


Shape. 


Among the important departmental 


changes brought about by the change 
of government of June 14 last was the 
transfer of the post office of the Repub- 
lic of Hawaii to the^euthority of the 
United States government. 
M. H. 


Flint, Post Office Inspector, has had 
charge of the important matters con- 
nected with the change, and in the two 
months which have elapsed since tin 
Hawaiian government ceased to have 
direct Jurisdiction over the postal de- 
partment of the Islands, the transfer 
has been complete and successful while 
none of Its Important work was re- 
tarded in the slightest detail. 
- To change over into an entirely new 
system, seventy post offices, many of 
them far removed from landing ports, 
to create new postmasters, secure bonds 
for each and 
forward the same to 


.Washington;, to give each office a com- 
plete outfit of United States stamps, 
znoney orders, blanks.and all the snln- 
ute paraphernalia which Uncle Sam 
requires each postmaster; tp possess be- 
fore he can :go on, readily .with his 
work; to instruct the clerfcg of the Ho- 
nolulu office In the mysteries'of hand- 
ling the mall sacks of the United States 
government; all this has required sys- 
tematic handling and'energetic super- 
vision. Mr. Flint j&^tt&n 'entirely suc- 
cessful in his t^r^QU)^ ^fforts; and 
will leave the local; fl^li pin, September 
4 for Los Angeleef' wnere he Jyia hlsv 
headquarters. Mr. S^ll Hall, who has 


; been assi8ting'!Miv.;I?.to't, will accom- 
,. paay his chief at that time. 


Hawaii baa, been made a permanent 


separate postal district and will there- 
fore have an inspector In charge, with 
headquarters In Honolulu. W. A. Rob- 
inson, from Ban; Frtraeisco, will suc- 
ceed Mr. Flint.

.enters the postal service, Mr. Flint

Mr. Flint has been In Uncle Sam's 


post bffic* service for fourteen years. 
He was first appointed bookkeeper and 
cashier in the Los Angeles post office, 
and (later as assistant postmaster, re- 
taining these positions for three years, 
•when he was appointed inspector. His 
division' formerly took in the entire Pa- 
cific coast and as far east as Montana. 
The present limits of his work are con- 
fined to Nevada, California and Arizo- 
na, Hawaii is a separate division. 


Among the Interesting cases In which 


bis skill was brought to a full test, was 
a train robbery on the Atchinson, To- 
peka $ Santa Fe Railway, two years 
ago, between Victor and Aleck, Califor- 
nia, ' Two men robbed the train. One 
was mortally wounded by the express 
messenger a'nd the other was captured 
by Mr. Flint's posse. They also took In 
a saloon keeper and an accomplice who 
•was a Deputy Sheriff of the county. It 
was developed in the trial that the lat- 
ter two were the men who "worked" 
the robbers to perform the deed. It 
waa one of the hardest fought trials In, 
which Mr. Flint ever figured, but he 
flaecured the conviction of the unwound- 
ed robber, the saloon keeper and the 
deputy sheriff, all of whom (ire now 
confined at: San Quentin.

next makes a certificate of numbers 1, 
2 and 4. If number 2 is selected, the 
third certification Is sent up, to him 
with numbers 1, 4 and 6. If number 6 
Is chosen, number 1's name Is then 
dropped from the lists. Thus the post- 
master hai some leeway in the selec- 
11 tan of his employees, altnough rigidly 
bound to accept only the names sent 
him by the commission. 


On the Marlposa yesterday Mr. Flint 


sent to Washington $1,650 worth of Ha- 
waiian, stamps,, formerly owned by pri- 
vate parties. These will be redeemed 
in United States stickers. Forty-eight 
thousand dollars worth of the Hawaii- 
an issue were sent to Washington di- 
rectly after the Republic was merged 
into that of the Territory. These were 
taken direct from the vaults of the 
Treasury Department. Six thousand 
eight hundred dollars were also sent 
from the Honolulu office alone at the 
same .time.

Plague is Pau in Sydney. 


For sixteen days before the Marlposa 


left Sydney there bad been no cases 
of plague in that city, and the vessel 
brought a. clean bill of health from 
that port.

Smith & Co., and Hollister & Co., were 
summoned to appear in Police CoUrt 
yesterday afternoon for the alleged 
selling of alcohol to persons other than 
licensed physicians. They are charged 
with a violation of section 762 of the 
Ijenal laws of 1897. This act reads: 


The holders of .licenses for the sale 
of methylated spirits and alcohol is 
prohibited from selling alcohol to any 
person but a duly licensed physician; 
and no greater quantity than one gal- 
lon at any one sale shall be sold to any 
such -physician/'- • 
Sheriff JBrown 
in 
his 
complaint 
against the firms says, "That he is in- 
formed and has reason to believe that 
the firm of Hollister & Co., and Ben- 
son, Smith & Co., corporations duly es- 
tablished and existing under the laws 
of the Territory of Hawaii, at Hono* 
lulu, Island of Oahu, have, during one 
month last past violated section 702 of 
the penal laws of-1897 by selling alcohol 
to persons other than duly licensed 
physicians, said firms having licenses 
as provided by section 698 for the sale 
of methylated spirits and alcohol." 
The arrests were in reality made to 
test the law governing such sales and 
the prohibitions imposed by the laws 
of the Republic of Hawaii. The drag 
stores Interpret the law under the Ter- 
ritory to meih that the liquor can be 
sold to any reputable persons other 
than physicians, but not In the manner 
that liquors are dispensed over the bar 
of a licensed saloon. It is the opinion 
of George W. Smith of the firm of Ben- 
son, 
Smith & Co., that the interpreta- 


tion ot the law under the laws of the 
Territory Is that they have the right to 
sell the stimulants above mentioned to 
reputable persons, but not Indiscrimi- 
nately. 


The Grand Jury Is responsible* for the 
test to be made in these .cases. It is 
understood the High Sheriff was before 
that body lately and the question of 
alcoholic beverages was brought up. 
The result of his visit to the Grand 
Jury was a personal .investigation 
made at the drug stores mentioned, and 
the subsequent Issue of the warrants.

Inspector M.H. Flint's 


Accomplishments. 


Something About the Man who h 


Put the Department in 


Shape. 


Among the important departmental 


changes brought about by the change 
,of government of June 14 last was the 
transfer of the post office of the Repub- 
lic of Hawaii to the^Ulhorlty of the 
United States government. 
M. H. 


Flint, Post Office Inspector, has had 
charge of the important matters con- 
nected- 'with the change, and in the two 
months which have elapsed since tin 
Hawaiian government ceased to have 
direct jurisdiction over the postal de- 
partment of the Islands, the transfer 
has been complete and successful while 
none of its important work was re- 
tarded In the slightest detail. 


To change over into an entirely new 


'system, seventy post offices, many of 
them far removed from lauding ports, 
to create new postmasters, secure bonds 
for each and forward the same to 
.Washington; to give each office a com- 
plete outfit of United States stamps, 
money orders, blanks. and all the min- 
ute: paraphernalia which Uncle Sam 
requires each postmaster.; to possess be- 
fore he "can (go on, readily .with, hla 
work; to instruct the cjerfca of the Ho- 
nolulu office in the mysteries' of hand- 
ling the mall sacks of the United States 
government; all this has required sya- 
tematlc handling' and '.energetic super- 
vision. Mr. Flint, hka&Sen entirely suc- 
cessful in his tw6;; ri»;o^ih'6: efforts and 
will leave the loCai:fleia on September 
4 for Los AngeTeW wn«e' nejjaa his 
headquarters. .-Mr. ^', R Hall, who has 
been assisting' Mr,; jFltat, will accom 
pariy his chief .at that. tUue. 
Hawaii has. been na.de a permanent 


separate postal district and will there- 
fore have an inspector in charge, with 
headquarters In Honolulu. , W. A..

Mr. Flint has been in Uncle Sam's 


post offlct 'service for fourteen years. 
He was first appointed bookkeeper and 
cashier in the Los "Angeles post office, 
and later as assistant postmaster, re- 
taining these positions for three years, 
when he was appointed inspector. Hia 
divlsiotf formerly took in the entire Pa- 
cific coast and as far east as Montana. 
The present limits of his work are con- 
fined to Nevada, California and Arizo- 
na. Hawaii Is a separate division. 


Among the interesting cases in which 


bis skill was brought to a full test, was 
a train robbery on the Atchinson, To- 
peka & Santa Fe Railway, two years 
ago, between Victor and Aleck, Califor- 
nia. ' Two men robbed the train. One 
was mortally, wounded by the express 
messenger a'nd the other was captured 
by Mr. Flint's posse, ffhey «Hso took in 
a saloon keeper and an accomplice who 
was a Deputy Sheriff of the county. It 
was developed in the trial that the lat- 
ter two were the men who "worked" 
the robbers to perform the deed. It 
was one of the hardest fought trials In. 
which Mr. Flint ever, figured, but fee 
secured the conviction of the unwound- 
ed robber, the saloon keeper and the 
deputy sheriff, all of whom ijfre now 
confined; at- San Quentln. As inspector 
Mr. Flint was appointed by President 
Harrison, although he entered service 
in the first Cleveland administration.' 
His division takes In nearly 600 offices. 
. Speaking of the Hawaiian offices tfie 
'Inspector said he hoped to have^Uhue 
in the presidential offices this year but 
by reason of a lack of full data the of- 
fice was not listed in tfaAi division, as 
are Honolulu, Hilo and Kobala. He 
also hopes by next year to raise to 
presidential appointments the 
offices 


attLabalna, Walluku and Honouaa.

Brown, the drug, companies of Benson. 
Smith & Co., and Holiister & Co., were 
summoned to appear in Police'Court 
yesterday afternoon for the alleged 
selling of alcohol to persons other .than 
licensed physicians. .They are charged 
With a violation of section 762 of the 
penal laws of 1897. This act reads: 
•The holders of .licenses for the sale 
of methylated spirits and alcohol is 
prohibited from selling' alcohol to any 
person but a duly licensed physician; 
and no greater quantity than one gal- 
on at any one sale shall be sold to any 
such physician.".

Sheriff .Brown 
in 
his 
complaint 
against the firms says, "That he is in- 
formed and has reason to believe that 
the firm of Holiister & Co., and Ben- 
son. Smith & Co., corporations duly es- 
tablished and existing under the laws 
of the Territory of Hawaii, at Hono- 
ulu, Island of Oahu, have, during one 
month last past violated section 702 of 
the penal laws of'1897 by selling alcohol 
to' persons other than duly licensed 
physicians, said firms having licenses 
as provided by section 698 for the sale 
of methylated spirits and alcohol." 
The arrests were in reality made to 
test the law governing such sales and 
the prohibitions imposed by the laws 
of the Republic of Hawaii. The drug 
stores interpret the law under the Ter- 
ritory to merfn. that the liquor can be 
sold to any reputable persons other 
nan physicians, but not in the manner 
.hat liquors are dispensed over the bar 
of a licensed saloon. It is the opinion 
of George W. Smith of the firm of Ben- 
son, Smith & Co., that the interpreta- 
tion of., the law under the laws of the 
Territory Is that they have the right to 
•sell the stimulants' above mentioned to 
reputable persons, but not Indiscrimi- 
nately. 


The Grand Jury is responsible for the 
est to be made in these .cases. It is 
understood the High Sheriff was before 
that body lately and the question of 
alcoholic beverages was brought * up. 
rhe result of his visit to the Grand 
Fury, was a personal . investigation 
made at the drug stores mentioned, and 
he subsequent issue of the warrants.

STATUS OF THE CANA1. 


The promise of the Cralgin-Eyre syn- 


dicate to build the Nicaragua canal at 
private expense, must be taken cum 
grano sails This syndicate is thought 
to be the railroads in disguise At any 
rate Its Influence baa always been used 
against the Nicaragua canal bill in 
Congress and if It can delay action on 
that measure at the next session by 
promising to begin construction on Its 
own account, then there w 111 be no lack 
of pledges. 


The Cralgln-Eyre people hold the 


concession granted to the old Mai itlme 
company, the Warner Miller organlza-- 
tion. whose franchise became forfeit 
some tlrre ago 
There is also an Eng- 


lish company operating steamers on 
the San Juan river vvhlt-h claims to 
have a monopoly of the carrying trade 
of that stream for fifty years. These 
two syndicates apparently take orders 
from the railroad Interests. They are 
undoubted obstacles to the plans of the 
canal projectors in Congress, hardly 
less formidable In their way than the 
Clayton-Buiwer treaty which a weak 
Democratic administration was per- 
suaded to sign In the days before the 
•war. 


<The canal lost Its best chance -when 


Congress, after* the object-lesson of the 
Oregon s long- trip, refused to pass the 
bill appropriating $10,000.000 to begin 
the work. Since then it la undeniable 
that the enemies of the canal have 
strengthened their lines. 'They will try 
their best to add to the number of their 
adherents in the coming Congressional 
and Legislate e elections and unless the 
people are active and vigilant several 
more men of the type of Turple and 
Pettlgrew may appear in the Senate 
and House to do the railroad's bidding. 


In preparing to send a delegate to 


Congress Hawaii should have a car» to 
choose one whose committal to the 
canal and whose future fealty to it is 
not in doubt. The Advertiser has al- 
ways believed that Honolulu would jj 
more out of the caMa! In proportion to 
Its size and the extent of its commercial 
Interests than any other maritime city 
San Francisco counts on great things 
and would, of course, benefit by low 
freight rates and by sea shipments for 
Its fruit; yet its connection with the 
Oriental trade would suffer as respects 
the tonnage visiting its port. Steamtra 
from the Far East that go to San 
Francisco and discharge cargo for ra:i- 
f3.A transfer East would naturally 
clear for Atlantic ports via the canal, 
itopplng at Honolulu en route. This 
jtrould be of great commercial utility 10 
us and it requires, therefore, all the aid 
Hawaii can give the canal ,u Congress. 
Perhaps, who knows, the canal bill 
might carry by one vote and that the 
Hawaiian. One Islander swayed tne 
destinies of the Democratic pan/ at 
Kansas City; perhaps it will fall ».o our 
Delegate to render a decisive service 
to the commercial world.

He entered the war with Turkey 
as a lieutenant and emerged from It a 
colonel.

try' was the motive of all his deeds, 
and this faithfulness was not without 
Its effect. Slowly he rose on the ladder 
of advancement, until In 1898 he was 
-ade absolute master, under the Czar, 
ot the armies of all the Russlas, 
Kuropatkin's rank will probably give 
him command of the allied forces in 
China."

Lydgatf was substantially as follows. 


There are types of character l.ke pic- 


tures we have seen. One Is finished, ex- 
quisite, dainty, every derail of light and 
shadow and shape Is perfect. The other 
Is bold and vigorous; without lacking In 
finish. It Impresses one mainly by Its 
strength. To this latter class belonged 
the late Mrs. Farley. To the graces of 
ordinary womanhood she added the rare- 
gltts^of enthusiasm, energy and executive 
ability. Many a girl—most girls, perhaps 
—would have been content with the social 
and domestic duties or the pleasures and 
recreations of llfer and would have avoid- 
ed the- heavy responsibility of trying to 
shape and mould a people for good. But 
she belonged to a strong family with a 
fine tradition ot character and influence 
to maintain, and when the older members 
of the family were called away to 14rger 
spheres, and the needs and affections of 
a dependent race called for help, she was 
not the one to shrink with timid, mock 
modesty from the task. She put aside her 
girlhood dreams and bravely, arduously 
and self-sacrlflcingly put her shoulder to 
the wheel, and with counsel, Inspiration, 
sympathy and means, she ministered to 
and labored for the Hawaiian people—the 
beloved people for whom so many of that 
family have given their strength and even 
their llvea. If she made mistakes—shall 
that count against her? Who of us IS In- 
fallible? The man who makes no mis- 
takes Is the man who does nothing. In 
a transition stage, when new conditions 
and new problems are arising, It Is easy 
to make mistakes, and for fear of making 
them the weak or timid nature shrinks 
back and does nothing. Hers wan a strong 
rature that grappled with, the problems 
and sought to solve them even at the risk 
of making mistakes. As one who has 
worked with her Intimately during four 
years. I wish to bear witness to her un- 
faltering zeal for the practical Kingdom 
of God and the well-being of the Hawaii- 
an people, and, further, to add that though 
there were frequently differences of opin- 
ion there "was never a harsh or-Impatient 
word. 


1 There are many gracious and comforV 
Ing things that might be said to her, in- 
timate friends—many beautiful traits, of 
character that might be dwelt upon—were 
there time or were It proper to prolong 
this service. Tour own memories will re- 
call many. I will refer to but one thing 
more—the gracious and liberal dispensa- 
tion of the hospitalities—the traditional 
hospitalities—of an ancient family. I supt 
pQse there la almost no living memory of 
bygone £Ioloa that does not recall > the 
pleasant picture of the' Open 'floor and 
hearty welcome of the Smith home, across 
the way, and surely there Is no recent 
memory of the house that does not 
en- 


shrine Juliette Smith, or Mrs. Parley, a? 
the center of a solicitous, generous yet 
sensible hospitality.

In what Is perhaps the most significant 


of His parables Christ sums up the es- 
sence of Christianity—yea, of all religion— 
in the one sentence, "Inasmuch as ye did 
it unto one of the least of these my breth- 
ren, ye did It unto me," and adds thereto 
tho promise of the Inheritance of the king- 
dom prepared for them from the founda- 
tion of the •world.

If nothing more entertaining 
presents Itself. A circus, a panorama 
or even a ragtime 
minstrel troupe 


brings a species of irrigation to the 
mental tap roots of the isolated com- 
munity, which inclines to wither with- 
out some such awakening occasionally. 
The young men of Wailuku should take 
advantage of this'need for amusement, 
and improvise theatricals, dances, pic- 
nics and whatever else will occasion- 
ally turn the minds of the people into 
new channels for a1 few hours. 


CHINESE MISSION SCHOOL. 


A school Cor Chinese- Mission children 


in Wailuku will be an excellent thing, 
abounding: in mental and spiritual fruit 
sweet to the taste. But it would be a 


' sublimely stupid thing to 
establisn 


such a school in the site now proposed, 
near the Junction of Market and Main 
streets, Just across from a 
whiskey 


house, and not very far from wnere in 
the natural course of events in a few 
years, the Wailuku Railroad depot will 
have to be established, and worst still, 
on the principal business street of the 
town. Establish the Mission school 
permanently, by all means, but please 
don't put it near the corner of Main 
and Market. 
There are better and 


more appropriate places in Wailuku 
for it.

Grinding is still going on, but 
not nearly as actively as it might be, 
owing to the scarcity of labor. Last 
Week, notwithstanding the shortage of 
laborers, the mills were kept going in 
full operation both night and day, this 
being one of the most successful weeks 
since the big strike. Planting is being 
pushed forward as rapidly as can be 
expected under the circumstances.

and systematic handling of the malls 
than has prevailed for the last few 
months.

Monument Unveiled Near Apia to 


British and Americans Who 


Fell in Battle. 


APIA. Samoa.—On Sunday, the 29th 


July, the Memorial Stone, which had 
been, subscribed 
by the English and 


American ahlps-of-war, to tb,e officers 
and men killed while engaged here 
during the recent troubles, was unveil- 
ed by Hla Kxcellency the Imperial Gov- 
ernor, to the presence -of a large con- 
coarse ot people at Mullnuu. 


The" ceremony 
commenced 
by the 


landing »t the German firm's wharf of 
the EngUBh and American sailors. The 
English, taking the lead with a funeral 
party and reversed arms, marched to 
Mullnuu. On arrival at the site, which 
had been granted by the German Gov- 
ernment In esctiange lor the original 
one, wttlcb was "unsuitable; the Rev. 
W. Huckett, of tbe London Missionary 
Society, followed by Hie Excellency the 
imperial Governor;1 Judge Kipling; 
Commander Tapper; Commandant Til- 
ley; U. St Consul-General Oaborn; H. 
B. M. Consul Hamilton Hunter. 


The Rev. W. Huckett then read the 


Church of England Burial Service, at 
the conclusion of which the firing par- 
tlea from H. M. S. Pylades and the 
United States ship Abarenda flred three 
volleys over the graves of their com- 
rades to the call of the last post, which 
was first sounded by the bugler of the 
Pylades and afterwards by the trum- 
peter of the Abarenda, Then followed 
a hymn led by Commander Tupper, in 
whRh all present Joined In singing, 
"Thy Will Be Done," after which the 
officials left the enclosure and came out 
in front where the bluejackets formed 
in square with the Governor and offi- 
ciate in the center. There Commander 
Tupper addressed the Governor as fol- 


Your Excellency—As senior represen- 
tative here present of the British and 
United States navies, I thank you for 
the kindness and courtesy you have 
shown to us. in granting such an ex- 
cellent site for the memorial which Has, 
been erected to the memory of our com- 
rades who fell In the discharge of duty, 
and I feel sure that the relations and 
friends of the deceased wish me to tat.-, 
press their gratitude to you, for your 
kind wish, voluntarily expressed, to 
take care of the memorial they have 
subscribed to their dear ones, and for 
the assistance which -you and your 
countrymen here present, have so gen- 
erously rendered to us In erecting the 
same. I now Invite Your Excellency to 
be kind enough to unveil the memorial 
for os. 
His Excellency the Governor In reply 


said: 


<3entlemen—In performing the honor- 


able task of unveiling this memorial 
I am desirous of expressing my heart- 
felt sympathy for the dead. I feel grat- 
ified i» having been 
able to assist 
Commanders Tupper and Tilley 
In 


choosing a suitable place for the mem- 
orial, and I shall deem It an obligation 
to watch over and preserve from Injury 
the last resting place of those who died 
In, the discharge of their duty. I now 
unveil the memorial. 
The monument being unveiled the 
bluejackets on the word of Command, 
saluted the Governor, after which the 
officials retired. The residents then 
came forward and placed wreaths on 
the monument. The following Is a de- 
scription of the stone with the Inscrip- 
tion thereon: 
The monument Is of grey granite 


complete, and weighs about fifteen 
tons. It Is enriched by the British and 
American flags entwined 
In bronze; 
also a navy anchor of the same mater- 
ial. The base of the monument Is 11 
feet by 6 feet 6 Inches square. 
It 
stands enclosed by an Iron railing and 
coping, which covers 60 feet by 25 feet 
square. In all, the weight Is about 30 
tons, and was brought down to Apia In 
H. M. 8. Pylades, and was erected by 
the men of this ship under the direction 
of f.infs!-' Tupper 
Messrs. Ross and 


Bowman, of Waverley, have done the 
work In admirable style to the order 
of the combined American and British 
navies. The cost. Irrespective of fixing, 
or carriage, is about £250.
